the popular applauſe for 

| their good deſcruings ; ſo 
Kings had diademes pur vp- 
on their heads, in {ligne of 
the peoples willing conlent 
ro be biec vnto them, that 
diademe or garland becing a 
marke of thcir eminencica- 
boue all others : notthar I 
meanethat the forme of dia- 
demes

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demes was taken from the 
earlands ( for I take thedia- 
demes to bee farre morean- 
cient then the garland) bur 1 
onely ſpeake heere ofthe re- 
ſemblance berweenethem in 
ſome cales. Neither will I 
deny that many Kings of the 
Nations had their diademes 
or crounes giuen them by 
the people, who tranſlated 
and transferred by that a&t al 


their power intotheir Kings; 


but it followeth not thar 
Godtherforedid notſeithoſc 
Kings vpon their thrones. 
For alchough thoſe infidell 
nations knew not God, yet

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cer,put it in the peoples hart: 


ro acknowledge them for 
their Kings, and willingly 
ro ſubmitre thetnlelues vnto 
them, cucn that God, whois 
not onely the ſearcher and 
knower, bur cuen the ruler 
of all hearts. Butamong the 
people of God, where Godvi- 
ſibly ruled, the King of his 
people was immediacel 
choſcn by himlelfe, and the 
people onely gaue obedience 
ereunmto, as is more then 
plainc in the old Teſtament , 
ſo as the only difference was, 
chat what G'o D did directly 
by his word and oracle a 


mong, his owne people in 
the 


| the eleftion of Kings, he did 


ic only by his ſecret working 


in the hearts of other nati- 
ons, though theſclucs knew 
not from whence thoſe mo- 
tions came,which G o Þ by 
his finger mp their 


hcarts. And the latine word 


. | corona 1ignifies allo the 


ſamerhing that diademadid. 
For the croune is ſet ypon 
the Kings headand compal- 
ſeth it, to ſhew that as the 
croune compaſſeth the kings 
head, fo is heetofirte in the 
middeſt of his people ; his 
wakerif careis cuerto beim- 
ployed for their good, their 
que is his groatelt ſafery,and 


their 
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their proſperity is his grea- 
teſt honour and feliciry. For 
many times among the Rg- 
mans, the word corona {1gniti- 
ed the people,as * Aliquid etiA 


" Ccorone datum. And S.Paul, 1. 


Theſſal.z.1 g. calles them the 
croune of his reioycing or glo- 
rying. 

As to the'ſtuftke whereof 
this croune was made,it was 
made of thornes : and it is 
yulgarly well knowne that 
thornes ſ1gnific ſtinging and 
pricking cares. That King 
therefore, who will rake his 


paterne from this heauenly 


King, muſt nor thinke'to 
weare a crounc of gold and 
preti 


a» OCO—_—_— - 
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retious {tones onely, burir 
mult belyned with thornes, 
that is, thorny cares : forhe 
mutt remember that hee 
weares not that croune for 
himielte but for others ; that 
hee is ordayned for his peo- 

le, and nor his peoplefor 
Lins For heisa great watch- 
man and ſheepheard, as well 
4s Church-men are : and his 
eye muſt neuer ſlumbernor 
ſleepe for the care of his 
flocke,cucrremembring that 
his office, becing ducly exc: 
cuted, will prooucas much 
onus as honos vnto him. And 
as to the forme of making 


the croune of chornes, it 1s 
E faide, 


— —  ————————_ <> — 
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ſaide, they platted thornes and 
mads a croune of them, Now 
cucry man kuoweth, that 
where a number of lon 
things in forme of lines ſhall 
bee platted through other, 
it makes a troubleſome and 
intricate worke to finde out 
all the ends of them, and ſet 
them aſunder againe ; eſpe- 
cially to ſcr ſtraight and ca- 
ucn againe all the ſeucrall 
ceces that mult bee bowed 
in the platting : bur abuuc 
all, ro {ct ſtraight and aſun- 
der againe thornes that arc 
platted, is a moſt yncomfor- 
table worke. For though a- 
ny one peccc of thorne may 


bee 
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bee handled in ſome place 
without hurt, yet no man 
can touch plarted thornes 
without danger of pricking. 
Asa croune of thornes then 
repreſents the ſtinging care 
of Kings,{o acrouncof plat- 
red chornes doth more viuc- 
ly repreſentthe anxiousand 
intricatecares of Kings, who 
muſt nor onely looke to. bee 
troubled with a continuall 
care for the good gouerne- 
ment of their people; bur 
they mult cucn cxpe&' ro 
meere. with a number. of 
croſle and intricate difhcul- 
ties, which will appeareto be 
ſo full of repugnances a- 

E 2 mong 
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mong themſclues,as they can 
fan bee touched withour 
{marting. And cucn as a 
good and skiltull Phyfitian, 
15 moſt troubled with thar 
{or of paticntthat hath ma- 
ny implicate difcaſes ypon 
him, the farreſt cure for ſome 
of them bceing dire&tly noy- 
ſome ro others, and the anti- 
dote to one of his diſeaſes 
proouing little better then 
poylon to another of them 
| lo muſt Kings exerciſe rheir 
F wiſedome in handling fo 
wiſely thele knotry diffcul. 
tics, and with ſo great a mo- 
deration ; that too great ex- 
tremity 1n one kind may not 
'4 proouc 
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rooue hurtfull in another, 
= by a muſical skill, rem- 
per and turne all thele dif- 


cords intoa lweet harmony.

FT H ts reederc- 
b preſented - the 
Kingly (cepter 
& which is the pa- 
{torall rod of a 
King ; and the (ſtraightneſſc 
of the reede, his righteoul- 
nceſle in the adminiſtration 
of iuſtice, without any pat- 
ialicy, as it is Pſal. 45.7. The 
ſcepter of thy kingdome is a right 
Ez ſeep 
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ſeepter. The ſcepter repre- 
ſears the Kings authority ; 
for as the royall robes arc 
firſtpur on ypon a King, to 
ſhew the grauity and digni- 
ty.of the perſon that is re, on 
inaugurated ; and as-..the 
crounc repreſents the loue 
and' willing acknowledge- 
ment of his people; ſo the 
ſcepter is next put in his hand 
ro declare his authority,vwho 
is already found worthy to 
enioy the lame by his corc- 
nation. The authoriry: of 
God 'himſelfe is expreſſed in 
the ſecond Pſalmeby a rod of 
ROmn_g hee 1s. to 


raiſe the nations thatrebell |

againlt him, which rod of 
yron {ignifics his —_—_— 
this ſcepter put in the hand 
of Chriſt was a recde. Ir is - 
true that the reedes of thoſe 
countries , as thoſe of India 
are, bee agreat deale bigger, 
harder, and more ſolide then 
ours ; but thoughone may

yivea great blow with them, 


g 
yetarethey much more brit- 
tle then ſolide timber is, and 
harde blowes giuen with 
them will cafily make them 
breake : thereby teaching 
Chriſtian Kings that their 
lcepters , which repreſent 
cheirauthority , ſhould not 
| beroomuch viced nor ſtretch 
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ed, but where neceſlity re- 
quires it. For many hard 
blowes giuen with a reede 
would make it quickely 
breake ( as I hauclaide ) and 
wilc Kings would bee loth 
ro put their prerogatiue vp- 
on thetenter-hookes, except 
a great neceſlitic ſhould re- 

uire it, For there is a great 
Yifrrence between the (cep- 
ter, whichrepreſcns theau- 
thoriry of a King toward all 
his ſubicCts as well goodas 
bad ; and the {word , which 
is oncly ordayncd for the 
puniſhment of the euill. 
And therefore the (cepter of 
a King ſhould be of a rcede, 


that, 
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thar is,to correct gently: bur 
the ſword which 1s ordained 
for puniſhmentof vice, and 
purging the land of haynous 
and crying {innes, mult bea 
ſharpeweapon. Andallo the 
{cepter of a reede did not on- 
ly [as fora paterneto other 
Kings, bur it fitted properly 
the perlon of Chriſt, who,be- 
ing the truc King of mercie, 
came tO conuert {tnners, and 
bring them to repentance, 
but not ro deſtroy them ; for 
as himlelfe ſaith , His burthen 
is light, and bis yoke &s eafie. Bur 
alchough this ſcepter mult 
beput inthe K 1 NG s hand 
by ſome one of his ſubicfts, 
(for 


Mat. 11,30, 
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( for God will not comehim- 
ſelte nor by an Angell out of 
heauen deliuer it vnto him, 
for that were miraculous and 
is not 10 be expected ) yer [ 
hope no Chriltian doubts 
bur that the authoritic of a 
King, whereof the {cepter is 
the repreſentation, is onely 
Pro 15.15 p1ucn by God. Per me Reves 
regnant & Domini dominantur. 
Kingsare annointcd of God, 
{ting in his ſeate, and there- 
fore called Gods, and all ſupe- 
rior powers arcof God; nay, 
1-e.43-1% the Prophet Jeremy cals thar 
Erhnicke Emperour Nabu- 
chadnezzar the ſeruant of God, 
and Saint Paulcals rhe tyranc 
Nero

And that it was putin his 
right hand, it was becauſe 
the right hand ſignifieth 
both honour and power: 
Honour, Chrift fits at the right cu 1.1, 
hand of God: Sit thou at my 
right hand, Pſal. 110. Power, 
as the hand of action : And 
thy right hand ſhall teach thee 
terrible chings, Plal. 45. and 


{cd, The right hand of the Lord 
hath the preeminence, the. right 
band of the Lord bringeth nugh- 


ty things to paſſe. 
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And they bowed the knee befare 
bim, and ( as Saint Matthew 
witneſlerh ) hey worſhipped 


him. 


OW though this 
kneeling and wor- 
ſhip was in a moc- 


kery done by the, yet may we 
learne herethat Gad thought 
it no Idolatry that his ſonne 
ſhould be kneeled ynro,cucn 
inthe time of his greateſt hu- 
milicic, and cntring in his 
paſſion. But I haue touched 
this point alrcady. As for 
their worſhipping hit, it is 
tructhar both their kneeling 
and 
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done to a temporall Kang ; 
and inthat ſence thatthe old 
word of worſhip was wont to 
| be vſed in Engliſh, and asyer 
it is vſced here in the celebra- 
tion of marriage. Thisciuill 
worſhip is calily diltingui- 
ſhed by them char pleaſe 
from diuine worſhip : for to 
reucrenceancarthly creature, 
and do him reſpe& inregard 
ofthecminency of his place, 
yea cucn to make a requelt 
or prayer vnto him, is quite 
irene from a diuine and 
ſpirituall worſhip. For in the 
ormer wce ww. doe reue- 
rence 
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rence,or makeour requeſt to 
theſe temporal] Kings orper- 
ſons that are ſubicct ro, our 
ſenſes ; bur we can vieno ſpi. 
ritual worſhip or prayer that 
can bee auaileable vnto vs 
without faith. Let the ſchoole 
diſtin&tions of 19w,prads and 
ae ecciuc them that liſt to 
be decciued with them : for 
al praycrinfaithis dueto God 
onely.

And be- 
caule thereit of this INaugu- 
ration of Chri(t is {ct doune 
in other places of the New 
Te$tament, | mu:t heere {u 

ply ir: for I onely fer doune, 
in che beginning, the rextof 
Saint Matthew, as bring the 
only place of icripture, which 
makes the longeſt and moſt 
particular relation of his in- 
auguration. For this action 
ſtayed not heere, bur Pilate, 
who was both judge and go- 
uernour vnder the Romans of 
that part of the Countrey, 
made him to bee ſent forth 


Our 
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our of the Common Hall, and 
ſhewed to all the people in 
thatkingly attire : and when 
as the bloody and malicious 
[ewes crycd out to crucitic 
him -, hee au{wercd againe, 
Shall I crucifie your King * 
And afterthat, hee ſent him 
to Flerod, who was Tetrarch 
and Viceroy of the fourth 
part of Jewrie , who put 0+ 
ther gorgeous robes vpon 
him : {o as hee was not onel 
inaugurated and proclaimed 
King of che Jewes,by the Go- 
uernours Roman Souldicrs, 
who repreſented the Pretort- 
an coborts ; but kee was alſo 
lo acknowledged by the 
F judge 
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Iudge and Goucrnour Pi- 
late, and by the Tetrarch 
Herod. Burt heerein was 
the difterence that all this 
action performed by Herod 
and his Souldi- rs, was bur a 
wicked mockery in their in- 
tention ; whereas by the con- 
trary,Filate,bcing both iudge 
and gouernour,meant it not 
ih mockeric : but was in a 
great doubt and wilt not 
what to make of it, as it a 

peares both by his queſtion- 
ing of Chrift; and alſo that he 
brought him foorth of the 
Common Hall,and ſhewed him 
tothe whole multitude in his 
royall robes and his croune 
vpon 
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vpon his head; ſaying vnto 
chem, Behold che Man. There: 
by as it were confirming 
ubl:kely his inauguration 
done by the Souldiers before: 
and when the people crycd, 
Away wiuh him, his anſwere 
was ( as Laidalrcadic) Shall 
T crucifie your King ? Both 
which wordes hee ſpake to 
ſtrike a rerrour into them, 
or at lcaſt ro mooue them to 
commilcration, ſeemivg to 
mocke him as they did : bit 
that in his owne heart hee 
meant noielt ih it, is clearely 
apparant in making his tirle 
to bee written abouc his 
head ypon the croſle, as an 
F 2 honour- 
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bonourablcin(cription, cuen 
ſer in thar place aboue his 
head,and to the view of all 
theworld. And ro make it 
themore publike,it was writ- 
ren in three languages, He- 
brew, Greeke, and Late: He- 
brew, as the vulgar language 
of that people ; and Greeke 
and Latine, as the molt com- 
mon and publike languages 
of all Proſelyzes and ftran- 
= that ſhould come to ſee 
thatſpeCtacle:eſpecially theſe 
two were the languages of 
all prophane learning, Euen 
as in this Kingdome it was 
the ancient cuttome, and is 
ſti]] obſcrucd to this day, 
that 
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that vpon Saint Georges day, 
and ar other high feſtiuall 
times;the chicte Herald-garter 
comes inthe middelſt of the 
fcalt and proclaimes my ritles 
in three languages, Latine, 
French,and Engliſh: Engliſh,be- 
caulciristhevulgarlanguage 
of this kingdome,and Latine, 
and French,as the two {trange 
rongues that manyelt heere 
doc vnderſtand. Eſpecially 
the time is to bee obſerued 
when the order of the Gar- 
TER Was firlt inſtituted by 
Edward the third, whoas hce 


was lonneto the daughter of 


France ; {o at that time , the 
French tongue was in a man- 
F 3 ner 
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ner the vulgar language of 
this nation : and therefore 
they are proclaimed in theſe 
threelanguages heere, that it 
may bee vnderitood by tlic 
vulgar ſort, as Pilates in{crip- 
tion was, and not concealed 
from them. Now what 
ground the Papifts can haue 
heercby, to haue not onely 
their Maſſe and Seruiceinan 
vaknownetongue; but cuen 
that ignorant people ſhall be 
taught their prayers in a 
ſtrange tongue which th 
vnderitand not, I leaucir to 
the iudgement of the indiffe- 
rcat reader ::for beſides. that 
it is directly prohibitcd by'S. 
| Paul 
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Paul, itis flatly contrarie to 
Pilates action in this caſe.For 
one of the three languages 
wherin Chrifts ticle was writ- 
ten vpon thecroſſe , was He- 
| brew , which was che vulgar 
language of that Countrey ; 
and the other two were theſe 
that were belt vaderſtood b 
the ſtrangers and Proſelytes 
there. Soas it is a flat con- 
tradiction berweene Pilates 
a&,who by all meanes [troue 
to make Chrifts tirle,ſo to bee 
read and ynderſtood by all 
men:and our Papiſts that will 
haue their Seruice and pray- 
ers to bee in an vnknowne 
tongue , that no ignorant 
F 4 coun- 
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countrey-man may viider - 


ſtand them. Burit is il] lucke 
for the Church of Kome.Þ, that 
the. belt warrant they can 
bring for thisrheir forme of 
theworſhip of God, is groun- 
ded vpon the example of Pi 
lxe.But ro returnc toour pur- 
poſe;rhough it was the com- 
monfaſhion,thar greatoffcn- 

ders {o executed, had the na- 
tare and qualiric of their 
crimes written aboue their 
heads : yet in my opinion it 
is cleare enough ( as Laid al- 

readie ) thar:Pilare gaue the 
titletoChrift1n carnelt. Not 
onely for that hee made it fo 
lolemnely to bee written a- 
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bouc his head vpo the croſle; 
bur even after that the high 
Prielts had wittily and mali- 
ciouly requeſted him to cor- 
rect chatwriting,andin place 
of Iesvs OF NAZARETH 
KincG Or THs levves, 
to ſay, Iesvs Or Naza- 
RETH- THAT CALLETH 
H1iMSELFE K1NG Of THE 
[eEvves: hceabſolutely refu- 
ſedit, in theſe words , quod 
ſeripfs, ſeripfi , which was a 
conſtant refuſail, worthy ofa 
iudge, in maintenance of a 
iult decree. Happy had Pt- 
late beene, if baſe fcarc had 
not made him pronounce a 
worlſeſcntence before. So as 


if 
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if there were no more but 
this action of Pilate, (o con- 
{tant and ablolutc it were c- 
noughto prooue (according 
to my fir{t ground in the be- 
ginning of this diſcourſe ) 
thatthough the wicked peo- 
ple both Lewes and Romanes 
intended nothing in all chis 
worke, but a malicious and 
blaſphemous mockery : yet 
had God his worke ro two 
endes herein.

came his murthering of the 
children, andis ſo carctully 
ſer dounc in the genealogic 
of CHRIST, Written by 
two Euangelists , and was not 
denyed by CHR15T himleclf, 
when Plate asked him the 
queſtion.

He payed 
rribute, ro ſhew that neither 
Chri#t 2s man,nor Saint Perer 
mult be exempred from g1- 
uing vnto Ceſar that which 
is Ceſars ; but cauſed Peter to 
angle for ir,and takeit out of 
the mouth of a fiſh, to ſhew 
the power of his God-head.

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Sometimes hee went yp pri- 
uately to the fealt at Jeruſa- 
lem for feare of the Tewes, but 
at his laſt Paſſeoner hce ſent 


ſome of his Diſciples, and 
by them commaunded him 
whom he mcant to make his 
hoſt, roprepare his houlcfor 
him, For the Lord meant to keep mut.us.s, 
Eis Paſſeouer there. He refuſed 
to beea King when the peo- 
ple would haue made him 
one; and yet he commaun- 
ded ſome of his Diſciples ro

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King, cucn with many ſo- 
lemnitics belonging to a 
Kings riding in State. For his 
Diſciples pur their clothes 
vpon the aſſe, and the colt, 
as it were to repreſent the 
garniſhing with footclothes, 
as well th= horic he rode on, 
as his lcd horſe : the people 
alſo ſpread their garments in 
the way,& others cutdowne 
branches and ſtrawecd them. 
All which is an viuall forme 
that pcople vie to honour 
tacir King with, at ſuch ſo- 
lemne times. Hehad allo the 
acclamation ofall thepeople, 
crying, Hoſanma to the ſonne of 
Dauid,exc.Nay cuen he him- 

ſeltc 
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ſelferookeit vpon him as his | 
duc, for when the chicfe 
Priclts and Scribcs,thinkin 
that he would not take ach 
ſtate ypon him, asked if hee 
heard what the people (aide, 
he anſwered them our of that 
of the cight* P/alme; Out of the Pſel. 8, 2, 
mouthes of babes and ſucklings 
thou haſt perfefedpraiſe. And 
as forhis riding vpon an aſl, 
ir was not a contemptible 
thing, for Kings and Princes 
in the Eaſt, eſpecially among 
the Jewes, to ride ypon aſſes, !*4-104.<04 
cucn in theſighrof the pco- 4 
ple. He waſhed his Diſciples 

feete to teach them humilitic 
immediately before his laſt 


Supper ; 
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Supper; and yer a few dayes 
before that, he highly com- 
mended Marie Magdalen for 
breaking an alabalter boxe 
of precious oyntments vp- 
on his feete, and luffered 
her to wipe them with the 
haire of her h:ad. When 
the Tev2s ſent their officers 
with 1udasto apprehed him, 
though he ſuffered them ar 
thelait to cary him away; yet 
at the fir{t with a flaſh & caſt 
of his cyc ( wherein, noque- 
ſtion, the diuiniry ſparkled, 
when hee liſted ) hee made 
them all fall backwards;ſo as 
they could not approch him 
againetil nepermitted ther. 


The 
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The caſt of his eyc made | 
likewiſe S. Peter goec forth 
and wceepe when the cocke 
crew, And cuen ypon the 
very crofle though the death 
thereupon was accurſcd by 
the Law, hee was cxalted, as 
Saint Paul faith ; and there 
R_—_ the penitent thieke, 
cc ſhould be that day with 
him in Paradiſe, hauing that 
royall inſcription ( whercof 
[ haue made mention alrea- 
dy ) written aboue his head 
in the three moſt publique 
rongues. Yea cuen after that 
his body was taken off the 
croſle , a principall man a- 
moneglt the Jewes, Toſepb of 
Arimathea 
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Arimathea begged his body 
of Pilate ; and not onely im- 
baulmed ir ( as Kings and 
Princes bodies vie to be ) but 
pur it in a new faire ſepul- 
chre, which had bene prepa- 
red for himſelfe. And thus 
you ſce that through all the 
courle of our Sawours life in 
this world, hee gauevpone- 
uery occaſion ſome k og 
of his glory ; for the con- 
uerſion or confirming of 
ſome of his cle&, and for 
making the wicked & ſtub- 
borne- hearted incxcuſlable. 
For hee chought it no robbery to 
be equall with God. 

And now to conclude this 
paternc 
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paterne of a King , I will 
thortly ſumme yp theſe re- 
gall ornaments , rogether 
with their fignification, 
which before I handled. A 
King bath firſt great cauſe of 
con:entmentit the peopleof 
all ſorts , eſpecially thoſeto 
whole place it belongs , doc 
willingly conucencand con- 
curre to his publique inau- 
guration.A King mult looke 
ro hauc that action perfor- 
med in publique, and in a 
publique place; chat the loue 
of his people may appeare in 
that folemne ation. Two 
things a King hath ſpecially 
ro lookeynto at his inaugu- 
ration; 
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ration; firlt, that his title to 
the croune be iult, and next 
that hee may poſleſle it with 
the louc of his pcople. For 
although a Monarchicor he- 
redicarie kingdome cannor 
jultly bee denied ro the law- 
full ſucceflor, whar cuer the 
aftections of che people bee : 
ct is ita great 20k of thc 
bi cſling of God lien he en- 
ters init with the willing aps 
lauſc of his ſubiccts. Now 
the frlt ornament that is to 
bee put ypon him are his 
robes, toputhim in memo- 
ry hari in his licting in iudge- 
ment hee 1s to vie grauiry, 
great patience in hcaring all 
; Parris, 
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parties, and mature dclibera- 
tion before hee pronounce 
his ſencence. And the pur- 
pledic of his robe, ſhould 
put him in memory nor to 
prooue vnworthy of ſo an- 
cicnt a croune and dignity ; 
and ro take great heed to his 
conlicience, that his iudge- 
ment may bee without ble- 
miſh or ſtaine of wharſoc- 
uer corrupt actions. For 
juſtice mult bc blinde, and it 
is ſhee that eflabliſheth the. 
thronerof K1NGs. Thelct- 
tirg of the croune vpon his 
head mult put him in mind, 
that hce is cucr to walkein 
the middelt of lus people, 
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that their louc is his greateſt 
ſafetic, and thcir proſperity 
his greateſt glory, & world- 
ly telicity. Bur he mult nor 
expectalofrand caſic croun, 
but a croune full of thornic 
cares ; yea of platted and in» 
tricate cares : and therefore 
he ought to make it his prin- 
cipall{tudic, next the fafcric 
of his {oule, tolcarne howto 
make himſclfeable,ro rid and 
extricate thoſe many knorric 
difhculrics , that will occurre 
ynto him. According to my 
admonition tro my Sonne 
HENRY inthe cnd of my 
Bernunk acen , Wherein 1 apply 
tome Verlcs of YVirgill to that 
pur- 
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| purpole. And thereforein all. 


other commendable things, 


he may preſle lo farre to cx- 
cell, as his inclination and 


| leiſure will permit him;bur 


in the ſcience of gouerne- 
ment , hee mult preſle ro 
bee an Arts- maſter, And 
his Sceprer made of a reed 
mult put him in minde to 
manage his authoriticbold- 
ly , and yet temperately; 
not ſtretching his Royall 
Prerogatiue but where ne- 
ceſhic ſhall require, Tem- 
porall Kings mult not like- 
wile bee barred che (word, 
chough it bee norin this 

H Pa- 
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Parerne ( as I tolde be- 
fore )forit is ro bee drawne 
in defence of the good, 


and for the puniſhment of 


the wicked : For a King 
carries not his ſword for noughr. 
Bur ic mult ncither be blunr, 
for lawes without exccution 
are without life ; nor yer 
muſt it bee cuer drawne,for 
a King ſhould neucr puniſh, 
bur with a weeping cye. In 
a word , a Chriſtian King 
ſhould ncuer bee without 
that continuall and cuer 
wakerifle care, of the ac- 
count hee1s oacday to giuc 
to God, of the good goucrn- 


menr 
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is a partof the health of his 
owne ſoule. And then hee 
ſhall never necde ro doubt 
of that happy and willing 
acclamation of his people, 
with an Aue ( ſar, or halle, 
King ( which was mentio- 
ned in this Patcrne ) not on» 
ly ro begin at his cntrie to 
the croune, but cucn to ac- 
companie him all the dayes 
of his lite thereafter : and 
when they haue bedewed 


and waſhed his grauc with 


their teares , his poſteri- 
H 2 ric 
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tic to bee wellcemed by 
| chem , as a bright and 
K ſunne-(bining mor- 
be ning after a darke 
\ and gloomic 
i night.
